Richardson 
To Fighf 


Senator H. L. (Bill) Rich- 
: ardson (R- 19 ) Arcdaia, a 
member of the Senate Edu¬ 
cation Committee, recently 
blasted the Federal Health, 
Education and Welfare De¬ 
partment for launching a 
probe in Pasadena schools 
for non-compliance with the 
civil rights act. Richardson 
said, ‘‘This is a despicable 
example of ‘Big Brother 
Government’ and bureau¬ 
cracy at work. 

"This probe will create 
racial disunity, tension and 
misunder s t a n di .n g. The 
whole situation is another 
example of what happens 
wihen a community goes 
into partnership with the 
Federal Government by ac¬ 
cepting funds. No strings 
attached — just CHAINS. It 
is nothing but Fed e r a 1 
blackmail.’’ 

Currently Pasadena is re¬ 
ceiving more than $100 mil¬ 
lion in Federal funds for 
various educational pro¬ 
grams and equipment. This 
sum is threatened with re¬ 
moval if the Pasad e n a 
school district is fou n d 
guilty of "something 
wrong.’’ 

Richardson stated, “I am 
shocked that the Federal 
Government would extend 
its tenacles into Pasadena 
without at least consulting 
the State representative in 
the area. Coming just prior 
to the recent bond election, 
it may well be the reason 
the bond election lost. I 
would Mke to have an in¬ 
vestigation as to what kind 
of material was fed Into 
their computers. ‘They 
would do well to stay iij 
Washington and clean up 
their own backyard.”
